ago. 
I understand from Ha r r y ' s 
and 
John 
Wentz' conversation, however, that 
there 
was a big hassle over the sign, wi th 
some 
church people insisting it was blasphemy a- 
gainst the Good Lord . They must have p u t 
up a big noise, for the sign came down. 
But, then the real agitation began as the 
heathens, blasphemers and just pl ai n cid 
lovers of clever signs sent their shouts s k y ­ 
ward . 
The outcome you can see today. I he sign 
greets motorists as they enter t he city and 
the postcard copy of the sign greets 
people 
all over the world. 
This latter fact is a story in i tsel f.

seems in 1968 the Hondo Lions Club suggest­ 
ed that some of the cards be printed so they 
could be distributed at a Lions International 
Convention in Dallas . HemisFair a I s o was 
coming up and the Idea had added merit. So 
with a picture taken by W h i t e y 7insmeyer 
the postcard was printed and the distribution 
began. Now the card goes all over 
the 
world and is undoubtedly the best publicity 
Hondo has going for it. The Chamber 
has 
just re-ordered 25;000, so if you want to do 
your share of spreading Hondo around, t h e n 
take a few with you the next time you

round the world--or into the next county e- 
ven.

A San Antonio attorney has again

He said Encarnacion Trevino would testify that he 
was beaten and knocked to the ground when ar­ 
rested recently for driving while intoxicated. 
Alani z also charged that Breathalyser tests have 
been given by city police who are not qualified to 


operate the machine. 
T h e 
Breathalyser is used to deter­ 


mine whether or not a person 
is intoxicated under the law. 


He complained that Guad­ 
alupe Rodriguez had been ar­ 
rested for driving while intox­ 
icated, and was t es t ed 
by 


Hondo police. 
Rodriguez pointed to city 
policeman James Shofner 
as 


the man who tested him. 
Shofner tol d councilmen 
that the sheriffs office has hi­ 
red James Ross of Kingsville 
who is qualifed to ma k e the 


tests. 
He said when Ross is a- 


vailable, city police have him 
do the tests rather than c a l l - 
ing on a h i g h w a y patrolman
